GERMAN DELEGATE’S NARRATIVE 
A Press Association War Special, dated 
Amsterdam, November 2ist (delayed), says :—A 
telegram from Berlin to the Handelsblad states 
(hat a member of the German Armsiice Com- 
Riission has given the Possisehe Zeitung the fol- 
lowimg details of the events accompanying the 
signing of the armistice. The Commission 
arrived on November 8th from Spa at the Frenoh 
lines; where several motor cars were waiting to 
take ms to ‘ihe appointed piace. The moter 
drive, with the French officers, lasted ten hours, 
and i appeared.to me that ‘the drive was in- 
tentionally prolonged, in order to carry us 
across. the devastated provinces, and to prepare 
us for the hardest conditions which feelings of 
hatred and revenge might demand from us. One 
of the Frenchmen silently scinted out to us a 
heap of ryins, saying; Goita St. Quentin.’

GERMANY...
